Backed by leading m en and 
women in B rita in’s educational 
life, it is asking funds to assist 
those who -on grounds of relig­ 
ion. political opinion or race are 
unable to carry on th eir work in 
th eir own countries." 
"We ask for m eans," the coun­ 
cil states in its first appeal, "to 
prevent the w aste of ex ception­

While action is being taken 
because of the G erm an situation, 
the council say s th a t the - issue 
is not a Jew ish one alone, nor is 
th e problem confined to 
G er­ 
m any . 
-We should like to regard any 
funds entrusted to us as avail­ 
able for university teachers and 
investigators of w hatever coun­ 
try who, on grounds of religion, 
political opinion or race, are un­ 
able to carry on th eir work in 
th eir own countries," the appeal 
states. 
Forty -one persons signed the 
first appeal m any of them hold­ 
ers of honorary 
degrees 
from 
universities in the U nited S tates 
and some who have lectured in 
America. 
Among th e signers were 
five 
w inners of Nobel prizes. They 
included Sir W H. Bragg, co­ 
sh arer w ith his son of the 1915 
aw ard for phy sics; Sir. F. Gow- 
land Hopkins, who was given the 
19 20 prize for m edicine;

R utherford, recipient of rhe 1908 
aw ard for chem istry ; Sir C. S. 
Sherrington, co-sharer of the 
19 32 prize for m edicine, and Sh' 
J. J. Thom son, w inner of the 1906 
prize for phy sics.

CHRIST AS APOTHECARY OF THE SOUL 
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Painting!. Tapestries and Stained Glass Window s, Which Portrayed the Savior as a Healer. Were an Important 
Feature in Furnishings of the Medieval Pharmacy

It is not generally known by 
pharmacists in America that their 
calling has been idealized to such 
an ex tent as to be utilized in a 
series of paintings or other forms 
of pictorial art in which the Sav­ 
ior is represented as a Dispens­ 
ing Pharmacist: dispensing not 
material drugs, but remedies for 
healing sick souls. 
The title 
“ Seelen-Apotheker” 
or 
“ Phar­ 
macist of the Soul” is frequently 
used as a title for such paintings. 
This motif began to occupy the 
attention of artists some time 
during the seventeenth century , 
and 
continued 
well 
into 
the 
eighteenth century . 
It was espe­ 
cially 
prevalent 
in 
Germany , 
where the largest 
number of 
these paintings is to be found. 
The total number of oil paint­ 
ings alone in which this theme is 
utilized is more than two score. 
Besides the oil paintings, the mo­ 
tif is also known to have been 
utilized in a pen sketch, a tapes­ 
try . a stained glass window, and 
a copper plate engraving. 
The majority of these pictures 
are in museums or art galleries. 
Some of them are in churches or 
chapels; otjiers are in cloisters; 
a few are hanging in pharmacies; 
only a few are privately owned. 
^One of these paintings, former­ 
ly in the famous Wiesbaden col­ 
lection is now owned by E. R. 
Squibb ajid Sons, of New York 
Gity , and has been sent to the 
Century of Progress Ex position 
in Cliicago'where it is included in 
the company ’s professional ex ­ 
hibit. 
This painting is ty pical of work 
of the school of painters of south­ 
ern Bavaria, in that the right 
hand is raised above the shoul­ 
der while the left hand holds the 
dispensing hand-balance, under­ 
neath which is the word “ Ge- 
reclitigkeit” (J ustice). Standing 
on the table immediately before 
the figure is a chalice, above 
which is seen floating a luminous 
-pliere, sy mbolizing the “ Host.“

The chalice bears the word “ Glau- 
be” (Faith). On the table is seen 
a blossoming herb, at the right, 
with the designation “ Tag und 
Nacht” (Day and Night). At the 
left In the lower centre is a root, 
above which is the designation 
“ Kreuzwuerzel” 
(Cross - root). 
Scattered about the table are 
ty pical 
dispensing 
containers, 
each labeled with the name of 
some particular virtue or attrib­ 
ute of Christianity . On the wall 
back of the figure, both right and 


left and also at the bottom of 
the picture, are quotations from 
Christ’s say ings. 
There is another famous oil 
painting of the same school of 
painters, found In the cloister 
and school Institute at Gnaden­ 
thal, hear Ingolstadt, Bavaria, 
Germany . 
A third ex ample Of this same 
school of artists is a ¿ >en sketch 
of the subject which is ex hibited 
in the Swiss National Museum, at 
Zurich, Switzerland.

An oil painting of the same ob­ 
ject in a different sty le is by the 
Wurtemburg-Baden 
School 
of 
Artists. The original painting is 
to be found in the Evangelical 
Reformed Church at Werder on 
the Havel, Germany . 
Copies of 
this particular painting are also 
to be found in several other Ger­ 
man cities. 
Another one in this sty le is a 
tapestry picture formerly in the 
eastle chapel at Schwarzburg in 
Thüringen. 
The present where­ 
abouts of this tapestry is un­ 
known. 
Still another ex ample in the 
sty le of this same school of art­ 
ists as in the form of a painted 
(stained) glass windovy with lead 
fastened segments. 
In the upper 
left of the window is found the 
coat of arms on the donor, with 
an appropriate inscription, and 
the date 16 30. 
The original 
window Is to be found on ex hibi­ 
tion in the Swiss National Mu­ 
seum, at Zurich, Switzerland- 


In still another painting the 
whole figure of Christ is shown, 
seated on the dispensing counter 
of a pharmacy , whose well-filled 
shelves and rows of drawers are 
seen in the background. 
Angels 
are dimly seen in the upper cen-, 
tre and lower right of the picture. 
This painting is now in the White 
Cross Pharmacy at Biberach, Ger­ 
many . 
The artist was J . Zeller 
of the early eighteenth century 
A copper plate engraving in a! 
still different conception of the 
motif, shows a complete phar­ 
macy in the centre, the figure of 
Christ, full length, at the left, the 
dispensing balance being held by i 
a female figure, sy mbolizing jus­ 
tice, on the ex treme right, while 
the foreground is occupied by the 
suffering ones who are imploring 
aid. This copper plate was made 
for a Peace Memorial of Augs­ 
burg, published in 16 6 2 as a re­ 
production of a page from a folio 
of illustrations issued in 16 5 0 in 
commemoration of the freedom 
of Westphalia. 
In the -entire series it is Inter­ 
esting to find a great variety of 
treatment when it comes to the 
study of the details. 
In some few of the paintings 
the containers bear the names of 
the 
herbs 
or 
plants 
whose 
names have religious significance, 
as cross-root, cross-mint, St. Ben­ 
edict’s root, St. J ohn’s wort, etc., 
while for the most part the jars 
and bottles bear labels of such 
Christian qualities and attributes 
as patience, hope, love, steadfast­ 
ness, help, peace, grace, faith, jus­ 
tice, prudence, truth, consolation, 
life, humility , goodness, temper­ 
ance, chastity , and providence. 
The painting shown in the 
Squibb ex hibit (in upper center) 
is of fairly large size. 
It will 
doubtless attract attention from 
both artists, who will be inter­ 
ested in seeing one of the origin­ 
al ex amples of a painting utiliz­ 
ing this unusual motif, and from 
pharmacists and phy sicians, be­ 
cause of the idealization of the 
professional side of pharmacy , 
the dispensing by the pharmacist 
of the prescription written by the 
Dhy sician.

Paris (Æ5)—A state oil monopoly 
which wou ld drive American and 
other foreign companies from 
the French m arket is being stu d­ 
ied by a committee of the cham ­ 
ber of depu ties, to which it was 
referred after a stiff debate cu l­ 
m inating in a vote of confidence 
in the Daladier government. 
The monopoly, proposed by the 
socialist party, wou ld place all 
im portation and refining of oil 
and distribu tion of gasoline in 
the hands of the government. 
Until 1931 a half-dozen Ameri­ 
can companies fu rnished France 
with more than half of all the 
petroleu m produ cts she im port­ 
ed. This bu siness am ou nted to 
abou t $62,680,000 in 1930—a large 
slice of the total American trade 
with France. 
Since then France has been 
bu ying greater qu antities from 
Ru ssia and Ru m ania and Ameri­ 
ca’s share dim inished from 53 
per cent in 1930 to 36 per cent 
in 1932. 
Oil is not produ ced in France 
and since the war su ccessive gov­ 
ernm ents have sou ght to free the 
cou ntry from complete depend­ 
ence on foreign sou rces. 
Foreign companies do bu siness 
u nder licenses granted in 1928 
for 20-year periods. On the basis 
of these long-term permits, cost­ 
ly 
establishm ents 
have 
been 
bu ilt. 
This 
fact 
was 
evoked 
in 
cham ber debate by adversaries 
of the monopoly who 
claimed 
tha t indem nities to American 
and other companies, in case the 
licenses were revoked, wou ld be 
costly to the state. 
They also said tha t 200,000 men 
wou ld be pu t on the state pay 
roll by su ch a monopoly. 
The committee indicated 
it 
wou ld stu dy the qu estion at con­ 
siderable length before bringing 
in a report.
